The  estimated  mid-year  population  was  25,150  compared  with  25,000 
in  1959,  an  increase  of  150o  As  there  was  an  excess  of  54  live  births  over 
deaths,  about  1(X)  new  residents  have  come  into  the  district o 


WEATHER 


CONDITIONS

The  weather  created  another  record  in  1960  but  for  rain  and  not 
for  sunshine  as  in  1959o 

The  year°s  rainfall  was  only  exceeded  in  amount  in  4 years  since 
1875  and  between  July  and  December  it  was  60%  wetter  than  the  average 
for  the  district.  The  total  was  32.14  inches  which  is  7.07  inches  above 
the  average 5,  in  contrast  with  1959p  when  it  was  6.94  inches  below. 

Sunshine  was  below  the  average  by  about  60  hours  but  the  sun  we  had  before 
July  rather  offset  the  lack  of  it  later  on.  Mean  temperature  was  about 
average  or  a little  below  it  except  in  the  period  from  July  to  September 
when  continual  heavy  cloud  depressed  the  day  temperatures. 

The  year  began  wet  and  dull  with  heavy  snow  In  the  middle  of 
January,  while  February  was  milder  and  sunnier  with  a specially  warm 
spell  at  the  end  of  the  month.  March  was  a grey  month,  with  less  rain 
than  usual  but  very  little  sunshine  and  persistent  cold  north-east  winds. 

April,  May  and  June  were  the  ** little  summer*'*  of  1960  with  dry 
very  warm  weather  and  a minimum  of  rain.  The  hottest  day  of  the  whole 
year  was  ©n  the  18th.  June,  when  a temperature  of  83 ^F.  was  reached.  The 
total  rainfall  was  only  half  the  average  figure  for  these  3 monrns. 

July  brought  the  beginning  of  the  rain  and  for  the  next  5 months 
there  were  very  few  spells  ©f  dry  weather,  August  and  September  were 
very  wet  with  heavy  thunderstorms  causing  much  damage,  October  was  the 
wettest  month  of  the  year  with  a total  rainfall  of  4,09  inches  compared 
with  an  average  of  2.19  inches,  while  in  October  1959  it  was  0.09  inches. 

November  continued  wet  but  there  were  some  bright  periods  with 
sunshine  and  higher  than  average  temperatures  for  the  month,  December 
had  less  sun  and  more  rain  than  usual,  with  fog  and  frost  in  the  middle 
and  at  the  end  of  the  month. 

To  sum  up  1960,  apart  from  the  ’’little  summer"  from  April  to 
June,  the  year  was  one  of  the  wettest  on  record  causing  anxiety  and 
depression  amongst  farmers  and  holidaymakers  alike.  Records  suggest 
that  it  is  unusual  to  have  a run  of  wet  years  so  1961  may  perhaps  bring 
us  brighter  days.

These  tables  show  that  the  district  is  gaining  by  birth  at  a 
slightly  lower  rate  than  the  average  for  the  whole  country  but  losing  by 
death  at  a much  lower  rateo 

The  illegitimacy  rate  is  again  higher  than  last  year  but  is  still 
below  the  national  figure  of  5o4%o  Infants  have  had  a very  fortunate 
year  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  was  a record  low  figure  of  16o2j,  well 
below  the  national  rateo  There  was  one  maternal  death  associated  with 
childbirtho 


Causes  of  6 Infant  Deaths 

All  6 infant  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  2 weeks  of  life  and 
3 of  them  did  not  survive  their  first  day®  All  were  due  to  congenital 
abnormalities  or  prematurity  and  none  could  be  classed  as  truly  prevent^ 
able  in  the  light  of  present  knowledge  except  possibly  the  asphyxia  caseo 
The  causes  of  death  were  as  follows?”

There  were  the  same  nxmber  of  premature  births  as  last  year  but 
only  one  death  from  this  cause y copipared  with  2 in  1959,  while  one  less 
premature  stillbirth  occurredo 

The  i>erinatal  death  rate  in  1960,  (that  is  stillbirths  and 
deaths  of  infants  \mder  4 weeks  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths)  was  lower 
than  in  1959,  being  31o7  compared  with  48oO  and  now  lower  than  the  national 
rate  of  32.9,  The  viable  infant  has,  therefore,  fared  better  this  year, 

PREMATURE  DEATHS  (1=40  years) 

There  were  8 deaths  registered  of  persons  between  the  ages  of 
1 and  40  years,  3 more  than  in  1959,  There  was  only  one  child  death  and 
one  at  the  age  of  16,  the  remainder  being  at  the  age  of  28  and  over.  The

The  3 deaths  from  road  accidents  being  wholly  preyentable  are 
greatly  to  be  regretted  and  the  maternal  death  is  the  first  one  registered 
in  the  district  for  many  years,

It  will  be  seen  that  73,4%  of  all  deaths  occurred  over  the  age 
of  65,  46,5%  over  the  age  of  75  and  16,4%  over  85,  A total  of  78  deaths 
were  registered  during  working  life,  62  of  these  being  between  the  ages 
of  51  and  65,  There  were  3 old  people  who  died  between  the  ages  of  95 
and  100, 


Again  there  was  only  one  death  from  tuberculosis,  a patient  over 
the  age  of  65,  No  deaths  from  influenza  or  any  other  acute  Infectious  disease 
occurred  during  the  year.

(50)  and  heart  and  circulatory  disease  (coronary  disease  44  compared  with 
41  in  1959 )o  The  3 respiratory  diseases  of  influenza  (O),  pneumonia  (33) 
and  bronchitis  (7)  caused  4 more  deaths  than  last  year,  the  majority  of 
them  in  the  elderly »

In  addition,  210  persons  over  40  were  treated. 

These  figures  show  that  the  younger  members  of  the  community  have 
been  fairly  well  protected  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  a large  percentage 
treated  does  not  confer  any  immunity  on  those  who  have  had  no  protection  at 
all -and  recent  experience  in  this  country  has  confirmed  the  findings  that  the 
xinvaccinated  run  a risk  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  at  least  5 times  as  great 
as  do  the  vaccinated. 

Vaccination  is  now  available  to  persons  of  all  ages  under  40  through 
the  local  health  authority  or  family  doctors  and  to  those  over  40  through 
general  prictitioners  only.  It  is  ordinary  prudence  to  take  advantage  of  the 
treatment  offered  and  I cannot  urge  too  strongly  that  those  under  40  in 
particular  should  seek  it  at  an  early  date.  The  possibility  of  an  oral 
vaccine  becoming  available  in  the  near  future  will  be  a great  advantage  to 
those  who  have  an  antipathy  to  injections  and  of  special  value  in  the  case 
of  infants  and  young  children. 

INFECTIOUS  GASTR0  = ENTERITIS 

SONNE  DYSENTERY 

There  was  a large  increase  in  the  incidence  of  sonne  dysentery  in 
1960,  a total  of  103  cases  being  notified  during  the  year.  The  largest 
number  occurred  from  January  to  April  with  a large  outbreak  at  Wymondham 
College.  Most  of  these  cases  were  confined  to  one  house  with  only  a few 
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in  other  parts  of  the  Collegeo  Investigation  showed  that  there  were 
carriers  amongst  the  staff  who  were  probably  responsible  for  the  in-” 
fection  being  introdiyiced  into  the  communityo  Specimens  were  examined 
from  all  those  in  the  affected  house  and  more  symptomless  carriers 
were  discoveredo  Isolation  of  positives  until  3 negative  specimens  had 
been  obtained,  gradually  brought  the  outbreak  to  an  endo  Stringent 
precautions  were  taken  with  toilet  hygiene  and  the  provision  of  nail 
brushes  in  wash=basins  was  advised  as  an  additional  stimulus  to  efficient 
hand-washing o 

This  Incident  caused  a great  deal  of  work  to  the  staff  of  the 
public  health  department  and  the  speedy  identification  of  infected  persons 
and  control  of  spread  of  infection  reflected  great  credit  on  all  concernedo 

During  the  investigation  of  the  catering  arrangements  of  the 
infected  house,  cloakroom  and  toilet  facilities  for  the  kitchen  staff  were 
found  t©  be  very  unsatisfactory  and  these  conditions  were  reported  to  the 
Principal  School  Medical  Officero 

There  was  another  outbreak  in  a chronic  sick  hospital  in  the 
district  and  25  cases  were  notified  in  March  and  April o Rigorous  steps 
were  taken  to  control  the  infection  and  only  one  contact  carrier  living 
outside  the  hospital  was  discoveredo 

For  the  rest  of  the  year  sporadic  cases  were  notified  from  various 
parishes  in  the  district,  the  largest  number  in  any  one  place  being  a family 
of  5 at  Dunstono 


FOOD  POISONING 


There  were  only  3 eases  of  f@@d,  poisonin^^  notified  during  the 
year,  2 in  July  and  1 in  August  and  all  were  due  to  Infection  tsy  salmonella 
typhimuriurao  No  source  of  infection  was  found  in  any  of  these  cases o 

ENTERIC  DISEASES 


No  case  of  typhoid  or  paratyphoid  was  notified  during  the  year. 


OTHER  OUTBREAKS 

Two  other  school  outbreaks  of  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  were 
reported  from  Rockland  Sto  Mary  in  September  and  Stoke  Holy  Cross  in 
October.,  At  Rockland  Sto  Mary  a total  of  13  children  were  affected  over 
a period  of  S days,  the  attacks  were  short  lived  and  recovery  was  rapid 
and  completeo  Bacteriological  findings  were  negative o 

At  Stoke  Holy  Cy@AJt-^±hf»rp>  were  only  a few  cases  reported  and 
attacks  lasted  only  one  ©r  two  days,  the  whole  incident  being  over  in  the 
course  of  a weeko  Again  bacteriological  findings  were  negative o 
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Both  outbreaks  were  assumed  to  be  epidemic  vomiting,  thought 
to  be  due  to  a yet  unidentified  virus  infectiono 

During  the  investigation  at  Stoke  Holy  Cross,  certain  infringe- 
ments of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  were  found  in  the  canteen  and  hand 
washing  facilities  for  the  children  were  deemed  inadequate®  These  matters 
were  reported  to  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer® 

PREVENTION  OF  SPREAD 

In  all  the  infections  described  under  this  heading  of  infectious 
gastro=enteritis,  the  preventive  measures  are  the  same,  namely  clean  hands® 
If  all  concerned  in  the  above  reports  had  washed  their  hands  effectively 
after  using  the  toilet  and  before  eating  ajod  before  handling  food,  the  first 
would  have  been  the  last  case®  Further  to  this  end,  washing  facilities 
must  be  adequate  and  conveniently  placed®  The  further  the  basin  is  from 
the  closet  the  fewer  people  will  wash®  I contend  that  the  closet  should 
be  considered  incomplete  without  a wash-hand  basin,  preferably  in  the  same 
compartment®  The  time  to  learn  this  good  habit  is  in  childhood  and  hot 
water  over  wash-hand  basins  Is  essential  in  schools  if  children  are  to  be 
taught  to  wash  even  in  the  winter  months.  This  is  an  absolute  priority 
in  all  schools  and  we  should  continue  to  press  for  it®  These  outbreaks 
will  continue  until  in  this  country  we  have  earned  the  freedom  from  them 
by  washing  our  hands® 


INFECTIVE  HEPATITIS  (epidemic  jaundice) 

In  ih&  middle  of  November  3 cases  of  infective  hepatitis  were 
notified  from  Poringland®  They  were  quickly  followed  by  otherg  and  by 
the  end  of  the  year  15  cases  had  occurred®  The  majority  of  them  were 
school  children  attending  the  County  Primary  school  and  there  were  only  3 
adult  cases.  One  feature  was  the  spread  of  infection  in  2 large  families 
in  which  cases  occurred  at  intervals  of  about  10  days® 

Reports  from  the  City  of  Norwich  indicating  a general  increased 
incidence  over  the  year  suggested  that  this  might  be  the  source  of  the 
infection  as  many  of  the  Poringland  residents  work  in  the  city® 

Most  of  the  cases  made  a fairly  rapid  recovery  although  some 
had  a rather  protracted  convalescence,  specially  with  regard  to  appetite 
and  digestion  and  one  or  two  appeared  to  have  a slight  relapse®  Whether 
this  was  really  a return  of  the  infection  or  the  result  of  a too  rapid 
return  to  a full  diet  it  is  difficult  to  say® 

Fortunately,  there  were  no  fatal  cases  from  that  dangerous 
complication  acute  atrophy  of  the  liver,  and  no  cases  were  sufficiently 
ill  to  warrant  admission  to  hospital® 
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GENERA  L 


SICKNESS 


The  year  1960  was  remarkable  for  an  absence  of  an  epidemic  of 
respiratory  disease,  usually  occurring  in  the  first  quarter.  There  was  a 
slightly  increased  incidence  of  new  sickness  claims  during  January  and 
February  but  nothing  to  indicate  widespread  illness  of  any  sort.  For  the 
rest  of  the  year  the  rates  remained  steady  with  a slight  seasonal  rise  in 
Decembero 


There  were  no  deaths  from  influenza  but  a slight  increase  in  the 
fatal  cases  of  pneumonia  compared  with  1959,  most  of  those  affecting  the 
older  age  groups.

The  percentage  found  positive,  again  fell  slightly  from  15%  to  14.3% 
suggesting  that  there  is  a diminishing  amount  of  infection  in  the 
community o It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  this  valuable  preventive 
procedure  has  been  appreciated  better  this  year  and  I hope  that  next 
year  the  acceptance  rate  will  be  nearer  the  100%  mark. 

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  UNIT 

During  the  year  for  the  first  time,  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit 
visited  7 of  the  smaller  parishes  in  the  district.  In  previous  years 
sessions  were  held  only  in  the  larger  centres  of  population  and  the  new 
scheme  was  welcomed  in  that  it  brought  these  valuable  facilities  within 
easy  reach  of  many  people  who  would  find  it  difficult  to  travel  to  a 
distant  town.  The  response  in  each  village  was  very  encouraging  and 
the  Medical  Director  reported  that  at  least  69%  of  those  attending  were 
doing  so  for  the  first  time.  She  felt  that  the  Unit  was,  therefore, 
covering  new  ground.

PROGRESS  REPORT  ON  TUBERCULOSIS 

The  incidence  of  and  the  disability -resulting  from  tuberculosis 
continues  to  decline  and  this  year’s  figures  are  particularly  encouraging 
in  this  respect o This  disease  is  at  last  coming  to  be  regarded  as  Just 
another  illness  from  which  recovery  is  usually  complete,  resulting  in  the 
return  of  the  patient  to  normal  life  and  work  without  any  stigma. 

Early  diagnosis  is  the  essential  factor  in  this  happy  outcome  and 
we  must  welcome  the  increasing  popularity  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit 
which  plays  such  an  important  part  in  this  process.

MILK  & DAIRIES  REGULATIONS 

One  case  of  a milk  supply  found  to  be  infected  with  brucella 
abortus  was  reported  by  the  County  Public  Health  Department, 
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This  was  a herd  of  Jersey  cows,  tuberculin  testedj,  the  milk  was 
bottled  on  the  farm  and  retailed  raw  in  the  City  of  Norwicho  The  case 
was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  County  Sampling  Officer  after  a human  case 
of  undulant  fever  had  occurred  in  the  C^ty  and  the  history  suggested  that 
this  milk  might  be  responsible  for  the  infection. 

After  a positive  bulk  sample  had  been  obtained 5 a restriction 
notice  was  issued  on  all  the  milk  from  this  herd  requiring  it  to  be 
pasteurised  before  retail  sale.  It  was  arranged  that  individual  samples 
would  be  taken  as  required  until  the  infected  animals  had  been  identified. 
Unfortunately,  this  procedure  .was  held  up  during  the  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease 
Restrictions  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  whole  supply  remaining 
under  restrictions  in  the  meantime. 

This  case  illustrates  that  any  milk  consumed  raw  may  contain 
germs  injurious  to  health  and  that  the  only  real  safeguard  is  to  have  all 
milk  adequately  treated  bef02”e  sale  for  human  consximption.  This  incident 
also  shows  how  essential  it  is  that  the  eradication  of  brucella  abortus 
infection  from  herds  should  now  be  tackled  by  the  veterinary  service  with 
the  same  vigour  shown  in  the  abolition  of  tuberculosis.  Other  countries 
have  abolished  this  infection  and  it  should  not  be  impossible  here. 


ANTHRAX  ORDER.  1938 


Only  one  suspected  case  of  anthrax  was  notified  during  the 
year 5,  a pig  at  Costessey,  but  fortunately  the  diagnosis  was  not 
confirmed. 


CYSTICERCUS  BOVIS 


As  will  be  seen  from  the  meat  inspection  section  of  the  Report 
of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector j,  the  inoidonoe  o£  cvsticercus  bovis 

in  carcases  inspected  at  slaughterhouses  still  occurs.  Before 

the  war,  this  was  a very  rare  finding  due  to  the  fact  that  human  tapeworm 
was  also  very  uncommon.  Tapeworm  cysts  passed  into  sewage  can  contaminate 
water  supplies  and  pastures  used  by  cattle  and  the  great  increase  in  the 
cattle,  form,  cysticercus  bovis,  indicates  first  that  there  must  be  an 
increase  in  human  infestation  with  tapeworm,  and  secondly,  that  there  is 
far  too  much  sewage  contamination  of  cattle  food  and  drink. 

Possibly  the  great  influx  of  foreign  Immigrants  of  all  races 
has  brought  nev/  tapeworm  infestation  into  this  country  although  no 
very  significant  clinical  evidence  of  this  has  ever  been  published.  As 
the  control  of  the  human  side  is  well-nigh  impossible,  consideration 
must  be  given  to  the  disposal  of  sewage  and  night  soil  in  such  a way  as 
to  avoid  contaminating  water  supplies  and  pasture  likely  to  be  used  by 
cattle.

Altogether,  16  children  under  15  were  injured  in  road  accidents, 
7 pedestrians  and  9 cyclistso  All  the  pedal  cyclists  had  only  slight 
injuries  but  of  the  7 pedestrian  child  casualties,  one  was  fatal  and  4 
resulted  in  serious  injuries « The  cyclists  have  had  a more  fortunate 
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y«ar  than  in  1959,  when  13  were  injured,  and  they  have  suffered  less  serious 
damage,  but  those  on  foot  have  had  worse  experience  with  2 more  injured  and 
one  fatalityo 

Generally,  it  is  slightly  reassuring  to  see  the  rising  tide  of 
casualties  halted  but  no=>one  could  be  complacent  about  the  situation  on  our 
roads  in  1960,  Every  endeavour  should  be  made  to  see  that  the  toll  of 
injury  and  death  is  reduced  in  future  years o Every  accident  is  prevent- 

able and  every  one  has  a cause  or  multiple  causes  and  it  should  not  be 
beyond  our  scope  to  discover  these  and  remove  at  least  some  of  them. 

Legal  responsibility  and  court  action  tends  often  to  obscure  the  real 
contributing  factors  and  it  seems  to  me  that  a good  round  table  conference 
on  some  of  these  accidents  would  reveal  information  which  might  well  prevent 
others o 


The  human  factor  is  always  unpredictable  and  carelessness, 
recklessness  or  irresponsibility  on  the  part  of  the  road  user  can  only  be 
prevented  by  better  education  of  all  concerned,,  There  are,  however, 
certain  sites  where  accidents  tend  to  happen  frequently  and  it  is  to  these 
"black  spots"  that  we  should  turn  our  attentiono  There  must  be  something 
inherent  in  the  layout,  visibility,  camber  or  even  in  the  unexpectedness 
of  the  danger,  specially  to  a stranger,  which  contributes  to  the  accident 
ratCo

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Council  owned  1886  dwellings,  857 
of  which  were  built  pre-war  and  1029  post-war,  and  these  represent  23%  of 
all  the  inhabited  houses  in  the  district. 

There  was  again  an  increase  in  total  building  compared  with  1959, 
the  Council  erecting  82  dwellings  and  a shop  and  private  building  providing 
175  dwellings.  This  is  the  largest  amount  of  private  building  in  any 
year  except  1955  when  it  reached  a peak  of  207,  and  the  fact  that  a further

IMPROVEMENT  OF  EXISTING  PROPERTY 

Improvement  of  existing  property  is  an  important  part  of  the 
housing  of  the  people  and  during  the  year  much  work  was  done  to  effect 
thiso 

Council  Houses 

In  last  year's  Report  there  was  a survey  of  the  Estates  Management 
Committee's  plans  for  the  modernisation  of  pre-war  houses  and  during  1960 
a certain  amount  of  work  was  carried  out. 

Water  Supplies  and  Sinks.  In  18  parishes  a tap  inside  the  house  and 
a sink  was  provided  to  nearly  all  the  houses  without  this  convenience.  The 
work  was  due  to  be  completed  early  in  1961. 

Complete  Amenitieso  The  plans  for  complete  amenities  in  9 parishes 
have  not  yet  been  put  into  operation.  Some  are  held  up  until  the  parish 
schemes  of  water  supply  and  sewerage  have  been  carried  out. 

Drainage.  There  are  still  508  dwellings  without  drainage  and  in 

this  number  are  included  those  scheduled  for  complete  ajnenities. 
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Private  Houses 

The  following  improvement  grants j,*"Di'scretionary”  and  ’’Standard”, 
were  made  during  the  years - 

Discretionary  grants  - 53  (affecting  56  units)  =■  £17,646 
Standard  grants  - 42  (affecting  44  units)  - £ 5,689 

(2  ’’Standard"  grants  were  withdrawn,  1 now  a "Discretionary”  grant) 
General  Housing  Situation 

Although  more  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year,  both 
privately  and  by  the  Council,  there  is  still  a waiting  list  of  275  applicants* 
Fortunately,  the  number  of  casual  vacancies  each  year  amounts  to  about  67 
and  this  enables  a certain  ntimber  of  families  to  be  re^housed  from  the 
waiting  list.  The  fact  that  111  condemned  properties  are  still  in 
occupation  shows  that  the  slum  clearance  replacement  has  not  yet  caught  up 
with  the  needo 

It  is  disappointing  to  note  that  the  scheme  for  the  improvement 
of  pre-war  Council  property  has  been  so  much  delayed.  Private  property 
owners  have  been  quick  to  take  advantage  of  improvement  grants  and  it  is 
to  be  regretted  that  Council  tenants  have  to  wait  so  long  to  receive  modern 
amenities-  In  1960,  it  should  not  be  possible  to  report  that  508  Council 
dwellings  are  still  aithout  any  drainage  whatever. 

The  essentials  of  modern  living  have  been  brought  to  the  country- 
man far  too  slowly  and  this  suggests  that  we  do  not  put  first  things  first. 
Finance,  whether  national  or  local,  should  not  be  a factor  in  deciding 
whether  people  in  rural  parts  should  have  the  amenities  that  town^dwellers 
take  for  granted.  Money  has  in  fact  been  found  since  the  war  for  many 
things  which  are  not  so  Important  as  water  and  sewerage.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  Council’s  schemes  for  improvement  as  yet  unfinished,  will 
not  be  further  delayed  by  national  economic  difficulties. 

CONFERENCES 

I attended  the  Annual  Conference  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Health 
at  Torquay  in  April  and  had  the  honour  to  present  a paper  entitled 
"Housing  for  the  Seven  Ages  of  Man"  to  the  Housing  and  Estate  Management 
Section.  This  was  reviewed  in  the  national  Press  and  resulted  in  some 
interesting  correspondence  particularly  in  the  architects’  Journals.  The 
main  theme  of  the  paper  was  that  houses  should  be  designed  for  the  people 
living  in  them  and  not  to  some  theoretical  plan  which  is  often  quite  un- 
related to  ordinary  human  use.  Some  house  designers  took  exception  to 
this,  but  it  is  possible  that  others  were  given  cause  to  think,  and  thereby 
possibly  to  modify  their  ideas  and  practises. 
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HEALTH  OF  STAFF 


Vaccination 

The  vaccination  of  the  Council's  staff  against  poliomyelitis  was 
followed  by  an  offer  of  protection  against  tetanus  and  this  was  accepted  by 
a large  number  of  both  office  and  depot  workers.  The  treatment  consisted 
of  3 injections  and  these  were  given  at  sessions  held  in  the  office  and  at 
Hethelo 


There  was  also  the  annual  routine  check  of  the  office  and  outside 
staff  for  vaccination  against  smallpox^  and  those  who  were  reported  to  be 
either  unvaccinated  or  insufficiently  protected  by  recent  vaccination,  were 
advised  to  be  treated®  This  is  specially  important  in  view  of  the  present- 
day  rapid  transit  from  infected  countries  abroad®  All  those  who  have  to 
come  into  direct  contact  with  the  public  in  the  course  of  their  work  should 
ensure  that  they  have  adequate  protection  against  smallpox  and  poliomyelitis® 


ROYAL  NORFOLK  SHOW 

The  Royal  Norfolk  Show  was  held  at  the  Costessey  Showground  in 
July  and  as  usual  arrangements  were  made  to  bring  the  requirements  of  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations  to  the  notice  of  all  concerned  with  catering® 

The  distribution  of  an  illustrated  diagram  of  the  essential  services  showing 
how  to  obtain  the  necessary  facilities  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  and,  swill 
greatly  assisted  the  numerous  standholders  and  prevented  most  of  the  un- 
hygienic and  iinsightly  practices  we  have  seen  in  previous  years® 

Every  year  the  general  standards  improve  and  apart  from  the 
unfortunate  display  of  raw,  uncovered  meat  on  two  of  the  demonstration 
stands,  there  was  little  adverse  comment  to  be  made  in  1960®  I should 
like  to  acknowledge  here  the  excellent  co-operation  of  the  Secretary  and 
officials  of  the  Royal  Norfolk  Agricultural  Association  with  all  members 
of  the  public  health  staff  working  on  the  ground  before  and  during  the 
Show®

Again  this  yeary  the  District  Committee  of  the  Norfolk  Association 
for  the  Care  of  the  Handicapped;  did  an  immense  amount  of  good  work  amongst 
the  disabled  of  the  districto  A Christmas  dinner,  parties  and  numerous 
outings  were  some  of  the  activities  and  quite  a large  ntimber  were  enabled 
to  have  a holiday  at  Gorleston  Camp  in  September o Funds  continue  to  be 
raised  by  various  local  efforts  and  much  credit  is  due  to  the  Chairman  and 
her  band  of  very  willing  helpers^ 

Community  Centres  or  Village  Halls 

No  parish  is  complete  as  a satisfactory  social  unit  unless  there 
is  some  central  meeting  place  and  a survey  of  the  district  shows  that  most 
places  are  well  served  in  this  direction. 

Only  a few  of  the  very  small  villages  lack  some  sort  of  community 
centre  with  the  notable  exception  of  the  large  parish  of  New  Costessey  with 
a population  of  7052,  where,  apart  from  the  school  premises,  there  is  no 
really  satisfactory  public  hall  for  social  activities.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  local  efforts  will  soon  be  able  to  supply  this  very  real  social 
deficiency.

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GENERAL  SURVEY 


The  health  of  the  district  has  been  satisfactory  during  the  year. 
There  was  much  less  Infant  mortality,  the  birth  rate  was  slightly  higher 
and  the  death  rate  much  lower  than  last  year.  Tuberculosis  declined 
further  in  both  incidence  and  mortality. 

There  was  no  widespread  epidemic  of  respiratory  disease. 

The  housing  shortage  is  becoming  less  marked  but  improvement  of 
Council  property  is  still  urgently  needed. 

The  worst  feature  of  this  Report  continues  to  be  the  large  ntimber 
of  casualties  on  the  roads  of  our  district.

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  acknowledge  with  gratitude, 
the  help  and  encouragement  of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  and  the  staff  for  their  never  failing  efficiency.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladles  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year  I960, 

In  addition  to  normal  duties  voider  the  Public  Health  and  Housing 
Acts,  the  public  health  department  was  responsible  for  administering 
certain  sections  of  the  Shops  Act,  Factories  Act,  Prevention  of  Damage 
by  Pests  Act,  1949  and  Petroleum  Acts, and  for  duties  in  connection  with 
infectious  disease,  disinfections  and  disinfestations,  food  complaints, 
moveable  dwellings,  water  supplies  and  drainage,  s laughter housles  and 
knacker's  yard,  and  the  improvement  and  modernisation  oi  dwellings  in 
connection  with  'Discretionary'  and  'Standard'  grants.  The  department 
was  also  responsible  for  the  management  of  public  cleansing  services 
in  connection  with  refuse  and  night  soil  collection,  cesspool  emptying, 
the  maintenance  and  repair  of  all  Council  vehicles  and  the  outside 
management  of  cemeteries. 

During  the  year  changes  took  place  in  the  staffing  of  the 
department  and  we  were  sorry  to  lose  the  services  of  Mr.  T,  A.  Dawkins 
who  moved  to  Twickenham  Borough  Council  in  May.  It  was  not  until 
November  that  Mr.  B.  M,  Baker  commenced  duties  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

This  left  a very  dep^tod  department  during  the  summer  and  autumn 
months  and  Mr.  S.  G,  Poole,  late  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  to 
Hong  Kcng  was  temporarily  engaged. 

The  continued  increase  in  Slaughterhouse  duties  led  to  an  increase 
in  establishment  in  the  public  health  department  and  included  the 
promotion  of  Mr.  B.  G.  B.  South  to  the  newly  designated  appointment  of 
Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  a third  additional  public  health 
inspector's  post  being  advertised  and  also  the  appointment  of  a student 
public  health  Inspector,  Mr,  C.  R.  Howes.  Other  than  this  major  decision 
regarding  the  staffing  of  the  department  I have  no  special  comments  to 
make  apart  from  those  included  in  the  following  details  of  the 
department's  work.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  general  source  of  water  supply  in  the  district  is  from 
mains  and  the  details  of  these  are  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Engineer 
and  Surveyor o It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  at  the  end  of  the  year 

practically  all  parishes  in  the  area  either  had  a mains  supply  available 
or  work  was  in  hand  for  the  laying  of  the  mains.  Very  soon,  except  for 
the  very  Isolated  development,  it  will  be  possible  to  say  that  the  whole 
of  the  district  is  covered,  Plumbo  solvent  action  is  unlikely  to  take 
place  in  connection  with  the  piped  supplies  and  the  periodic  sampling  of 
mains  supplies  undertaken  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor's  department 
revealed  no  pollution. 

The  year  saw  no  shortage  of  water  in  private  wells  to  warrant 
any  emergency  scheme  being  put  into  operation.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWER  DITCHES 

The  department  was  responsible  for  dealing  with  nuisances 
created  by  sewer  ditches  and  during  the  year  the  only  sewer  ditch 
necessitating  cleaning  out  was  the  well  known  ©ne  at  Saxlingham  which  was 
thoroughly  cleared  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  From  observations  it 
is  apparent  that  the  increasing  use  of  water  will,  in  certain  parishes, 
cause  sewer  ditches  to  become  a greater  problem  and  it  is  hoped  that  as 
soon  as  the  larger  built=>up  areas  have  been  dealt  with  a programme  will  be 
drawn  up  to  deal  with  the  smaller  villages.  I have  in  mind  such  parishes 
as  Barnham  Broom  and  Barford  where  polluted  ditches  have  been  a source  of 
trouble  and  complaint. 


CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 


From  Isto  April  the  public  health  department  took  over  the 
responsibility  for  operating  the  service  for  Council  estates  In  addition 
to  private  properties.  The  arrangements  continue  whereby  orders  received 
from  the  Wymondhara  U.D.C.j,  are  dealt  with  at  a special  charge  of  £1.  O.  O 
per  load.  In  addition,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor's  department  have  the 
use  of  a vehicle  when  necessary  for  work  at  sewage  disposal  works.  The 
service  is  operated  with  three  vehicles  each  manned  by  a driver  only, 
and  the  charges  were  15/-  for  the  first  load  or  any  part  load  and  10/- 
for  each  subsequent  load  at  the  same  visit. 

My  comment  in  the  1959  report  as  to  the  unlikelihood  of  a decrease 
in  demand  although  sewerage  schemes  increase,  has  been  borne  out  the 
figures  shown  in  the  details  of  work  carried  out  during  the  year  and  I am 
still  of  the  opinion  that  despite  a further  expansion  of  sewerage  schemes 
the  next  few  years  will  show  little,  if  any,  decrease  in  the  general  demand 
on  this  service.

NIGHT  SOIL  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


During  the  year  the  progress  which  continued  in  connection  with 
sewerage  schemes  allowed  this  service  to  be  extended  gradually  Into  other 
parishes  and  by  the  end  of  the  year,  in  addition  to  the  parishes  of  Bawburgh, 
Bracon  Ash,  Cringleford,  Old  Costessey,  Hethersett,  Hingham,  Little  Melton, 
Mulbarton,  Newton  Flotaan,  Poringland  (Framingham  Earl),  Saxlingham, 
Swainsthorpe,  Swardeston  and  Trowse  Newton  (Bixley),  the  main  parts  of  the 
parishes  of  Wreningham  and  Stoke  Holy  Cross  were  included,,  Whilst  the 
service  did  not  cover  all  properties  in  the  parishes  mentioned,  every 
endeavour  has  been  made  to  give  priority  to  cottages  occupied  by  aged  persons. 
An  average  of  1100  properties  were  served  and  one  vehicle  with  driver  and 
mate  carried  out  the  work  on  a weekly  collection  basisp  and  as  far  as 
possible  during  the  hours  of  darkness»  Disposal  took  place  by  composting 
method  on  farm  land. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  arrangements  for  weekly  and  fortnightly  collections  covering 
practically  the  whole  of  the  district  continued  on  similar  lines  to  the 
previous  year.  There  still  remain  a few  isolated  groups  of  dwellings  which 
could  not  be  included  in  the  scheme,  it  is,  however,  hoped  that  before  long 
it  will  be  possible  to  bring  in  practically  all  of  these. 
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The  larger  parishes  are  served  by  a weekly  collection  and  a 
fortnightly  collection  covers  the  more  rural  parts  of  the  districto  Special 
collections  are  also  made  from  two  Colleges  for  which  a special  charge  is 
readOo  The  work  is  carried  out  by  16  workmen  using  5 vehicles  consisting 
of  a '’Dsnal^Tip"  type^  4 reax^loaders  and  a side-loader  (part-time),  with  one 
spare  vehicl®  in  case  of  breakdown.  Disposal  of  refuse  continued  at  the 
Council  owned  tip  at  Hackford  and  the  privately  owned  tip  at  Poringland,  and 
to  take  the  place  of  Ketteringham  tip,  new  disposal  points  were  acquired  on 
lease  at  Cringleford.  The  small  tips  at  Braraerton  and  Hethersett  were  com- 
pleted and  it  was  unfortunate  that  during  the  year  the  tip  at  Ashwellthorpe 
in  the  Depwade  Rural  District,  was  closed  by  the  owner.  It  was  also 

unfortunate  that  the  privately  owned  tip  at  Costessey  became  unsuitable o 
This  necessitated  longer  hauls  for  the  vehicles  but  was  partly  made  up  for 
by  filling  small  dried  up  ponds  etc®,  in  various  parishes,  including  one 
at  the  Sto  Mary's  Close  Estate,  Newton  Flotraano  The  latter  when  properly 
consolidated,  will  add  a useful  reclaimed  area  to  this  Estate. 

The  method  of  disposal  is  by  'controlled'  tipping,  except  in  the 
case  of  Poringland  and  Costessey  tips  which  are  used  by  numerous  Norwich 
firms. 


I am  glad  to  say  that  no  serious  nuisance  occurred  at  the 
Council  tips  and  vermin  infestation  was  kept  down  to  a minimum  by  regular 
treatment  by  the  Council's  vermin  destroyer.

SALVAGE 

No  special  salvage  scheme  is  operated  but  wherever  possible 
suitable  salvage  in  the  form  of  paper,  magazines,  cardboard,  rags  and 
metals,  is  salvaged  and  sold  to  local  merchants.  A total  tonnage  of 
13  tons  18  cwts.  3 qrs.  7 lbs.  realised  the  sum  of  £81.  17.  6 and  a 25% 
bonus  was  paid  to  the  refuse  collectors. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT.  1949 

No  change  took  place  during  the  year  in  the  arrangements  for 
work  under  this  Act  and  the  greater  part  of  the  vermin  destroyer's  duties 
were  confined  to  dealing  with  complaints  and  surveys  of  private  properties. 
Very  few  serious  major  infestations  were  found  and  'block'  treatments, 
where  carried  out,  were  on  a small  scale.  In  a few  instances 
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agricultural  holdings  were  dealt  with  but  it  is  impossible  to  undertake 
any  large  scale  operation  in  the  latter  class  of  work.  The  following  is 
a summary  of  work  carried  out  during  the  year  in  accordance  with  the  returns 
required  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Foods=

HOUSING 


(a)  SLUPvl  CLEARANCE,  The  general  pattern  of  slum  clearance  work  in  the 

area  followed  previous  years  with  the  Slum  Clearance  (Outside  Inspections) 
Sub  “Commit  tee  visiting  dwellings  and  making  recomiaendations  as  to  their 
future  use.  Unfortunately,  owing  to  pressure  of  other  sections  of  the 
public  health  department  work,  it  was  not  possible  to  complete  as  much 
survey  work  as  was  originally  planned  but  as  a result  of  the  Sub-Comraittee 's 
recommendations,  86  properties  were  placed  under  Demolition  and  Closing 
Orders  or  Undertakings  not  to  re-let.  As  in  past  years,  a large  number 
of  the  sub“standard  dwellings  visited  were  occupied  by  elderly  tenants  and 
this  calls  for  great  tact  and  understanding  in  connection  with  re-housing. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  Council  continued  their  policy  of  not 
bringing  undue  pressure  to  bear  on  those  tenants  who  wish  to  remain  in 
their  present  dwellings,  but  at  the  same  time  it  is  also  pleasing  to  record 
that  in  a number  of  cases  elderly  persons  have  settled  down  most  happily 
In  the  modernised  dwellings  provided  for  them  by  the  Council, 

Under  the  present  high  cost  of  carrying  out  repair  works  it  has 
been  found  unreasonable  in  a number  of  cases  to  call  upon  owners  to  carry 
out  extensive  repairs  to  dwellings  and  consequently  dwellings  which  would 
normally  be  saved,  have  been  condemned,  but  the  improvement  grant  scheme 
has  helped  considerably,  especially  regarding  properties  on  several  estates, 
in  the  area. 


(b)  IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS.  Grants  for  the  Improvement  and  modernisation 
of  dwellings  under  the  '’Discretionary'’  and  “Standard’  categories  were 
continued  on  the  basis  of  a 50%  grant  on  works  eligible.  The  following 
figures  show  a small  increase  on  the  number  of  applications  received  and 
approved  but  a decrease  in  the  total  financial  assistance  given  as  compared 
with  last  year,  the  latter  not  being  due  to  any  reduction  of  grant  on  the 
part  of  the  Council, 
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Th«  following  details  give  the  main  facts  in  connection  with 
applications  received  and  approved^-

In  addition  to  the  above  figures,  one  ’Discretionary"  application  was  with” 
drawn  and  one  ’Standard’  application  was  withdrawn  and  one  transferred  to 
a ’Discretionary’  grant  applicationo 

The  new  ’Standard’  type  of  grant  was  beginning  to  be  more  widely 
used  for  dwellings  which  cannot  in  all  respects  come  up  to  the  standard 
required  for  a ’Discretionary’  grant,  but  I still  feel  that  some  further 
inducement  to  owners  will  be  necessary  before  improvement  grants,  especially 
the  ’Standard’  grant,  make  an  appreciable  improvement  on  the  general  standard 
of  dwellings  in  the  country  as  a whoieo  It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  this 
Council  stands  at  the  top  of  the  list  in  connection  with  improvement  grant 
schemes  in  the  County  of  Norfolk. 


MOVABLE  DY/ELLINGS 

The  coming  into  operation  on  the  1st.  October,  1960  of  the 
Caravan  Sites  t Control  of  Development  Actj,  1900,  gave  Local  Authorities  new 
hope  for  greater  control  over  the  caravan  problem  and, whilst  it  will  no 
doubt  be  found  that  there  are  still  weaknesses  in  the  new  legislation,  it  is 
only  fair  to  allow  a reasonable  time  before  passing  final  judgment.  If  the 
new  Act  has  done  nothing  else,  it  has  rectified  the  ridiculous  position 
which  existed  in  connection  with  separate  approvals  under  the  Public  Health 
Act  and  the  Planning  Acts®  Under  the  new  Act  unless  planning  approval  is 
granted  a site  licence  cannot  be  issued. 

The  problem  in  this  district  has  changed  very  little  during  the 
last  year,  although  it  would  appear  that  the  shortage  of  building  land  has 
tended  to  squeeze  the  remaining  caravan  dwellers  into  more  or  less  congested 
spots  in  certain  villages,  especially  Costessey,  and  I am  of  opinion  that 
the  need  for  a Council  owned  site  or  other  properly  controlled  type  of  site 
is  now  greater  than  ever,  if  the  problem  in  such  parishes  as  Costessey  is 
to  be  satisfactorily  remedied. 

In  dealing  with  the  caravan  problem  it  must  be  appreciated  that 
difficulties  will  arise  in  providing  suitable  sites  for  the  different  groups 
of  caravan  dwellers,  namely,  th®  permanently  occupied  single  caravan  used  by 
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the  single  person  or  couples  who  prefer  this  mode  of  living,  the  caravan 
used  as  temporary  accommodation,  the  caravan  used  by  the  itinerant  dealer 
type,  and  of  course,  a fourth  group  = the  Romany  type  who  will  apparently 
not  fit  in  on  any  site  provided  for  the  others. 


S LAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 


The  six  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  continued  in  use 
throughout  the  year,  although  in  those  at  Bingham  and  Shoteshara,  which  in 
each  case  served  one  butcher,  killing  was  less  than  in  previous  years  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  butchers  concerned  purchased  meat  killed  in  other  areas. 
The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  district,  namely,  34,134,  shows 
a slight  decrease  to  the  previous  year  but  when  the  detailed  figures  which 
make  up  the  total  are  examined,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  decrease  was  due  to 
a smaller  number  of  sheep  being  slaughtered,  whereas  in  fact,  there  were 
more  beasts  slaughtered  than  in  previous  years.  I mention  this  to 
emphasise  that  although  the  total  was  less  the  amount  of  time  spent  on 
inspections  was  greater. 

During  the  year  it  became  increasingly  evident  that  to  continue  the 
policy  of  100%  inspection  of  all  carcases  slaughtered,  a further  increase 
in  the  inspectorial  staff  would  be  necessary  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
the  Council  agreed  to  the  appointment  of  a further  additional  public  health 
inspector,  in  the  hope  that  time  off  in  lieu  of  overtime  would  not  affect 
normal  working  hours  so  much. 

^^^\\^>t^The  total  number  of  overtime  working  hours  during  the  year  amounted 
to  16,014^  which  more  or  less  equals  the  full“time  working  hours  of  one 
inspector.  It  has  been  necessary  for  an  inspector  to  be  on  duty  every 
Saturday  and  Sunday  throughout  the  year  and  on  most  Bank  Holidays.  It 
should  also  be  noted  that  approximately  70%  of  the  through-put  is  "exported” 
to  other  are&s» - Whilst  it  is  only  right  that  the  duties  of  meat  inspection 
should  be  looked  upon  as  serving  the  public  as  a whole  and  not  one  particular 
area,  it  is  difficult  to  understand  why  special  financial  assistance  cannot 
be  arranged  for  those  areas  which  bear  the  brunt  of  the  inspection  works 
and  which  like  this  District  are  providing  a service  for  other  districts. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  each 
Local  Authority  was  required  to  review  and  report  to  the  Minister  before 
Isto  November,  1960  on  existing  and  probable  future  requirements  their 
district  and  the  slaughterhouse  facilities  which  are  or  are  likely  to  be 
available  and  to  recommend  an  '’appointed  day”  when  all  slaughterhouses  oust 
comply  with  the  ’construction  regulations”.  This  entailed  the  preparation 
of  a complete  report  of  slaughterhouse  facilities  in  the  district  and  was 
completed  in  September,  adopted  by  the  Council  after  consultation  with  the 
trade  and  other  interested  bodies  and  submitted  to  the  Minister.  Subject 
to  Ministerial  approval,  the  ’appointed  day’  will  be  1st.  July,  1962,

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It  has  iaeen  suggested  that  the  ’’construction  regulations'  will 
force  many  slaughterhouses  to  close  down®  This  may  be  true  in  some 
districts  and  may  ease  the  position  in  relation  to  meat  inspection,  but 
I am  afraid  that  in  this  area  the  closure  of  two  small  slaughterhouses  will 
not  relieve  the  position  in  the  slightest  degree,  in  fact,  I am  of  opinion 
that  when  the  remaining  slaughterhouses  have  been  brought  up  to  the  new 
standard  the  owners  will  go  all  out  to  increase  their  trade  to  make  up  for 
the  heavy  capital  expenditure  on  improvements. 

Whilst  it  is  accepted  that  great  difficulties  exist  and  that  there 
Is  prejudice  in  certain  quarters  against  changing  the  existing  law  in 
relation  to  Sunday  slaughtering  and  hours  of  killing  in  general,  I still 
feel  very  strongly  that  if  there  is  a genuine  'give  and  take'  attitude  among 
all  parties  concerned,  alterations  on  the  following  three  points  would 
considerably  ease  the  situation 

(1)  Restriction  of  killing  on  Sundays 

(2)  Restriction  of  normal  hours  of  killing  during  weekdays, 

coupled  with  (3)  “ Larg®* Government  grants.

With  the  exception  of  a small  quantity  from  one  slaughterhouse 
which  was  satisfactorily  disposed  of  on  the  premises,  condemned  meat  was 
transported  to  Concentrator  Plant  operated  by  the  Norwich  Corporation 
at  Harford. 

It  will  be  noted  that  under  the  heading  ’'Cysticercosis" , 37 

carcases  were  treated  by  refrigeration  before  being  released  for  human 
consumption.  This,  compared  with  last  year,  was  a decrease  of  over  50% 
but  it  would  however,  be  as  well  to  reserve  comment  until  a further  year 
or  two  have  passed,  as  this  drop  in  the  number  of  cases  of  cysticercus 
bovis  may  be  closely  connected  with  changes  in  the  origin  and  type  of 
animals  slaughtered  in  the  district.

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FOOD_PREMISES  - FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS 


There  are  approximately  150  food  premises  in  the  area  and  during 
the  year  a further  5 premises  were  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food 
&.  Drugs  Act,  1955  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream.  Inspections  carried  out 
did  not  necessitate  any  formal  action  regarding  contraventions  or  unsatis- 
factory premises.  In  a number  of  cases,  occupiers  of  food  premises  reported 
unsound  tinned  foods  and  the  necessary  action  was  taken  for  condemnation^  and 
disposal. 


The  Royal  Norfolk  Show  which  is  held  at  Costessey,  entailed  once 
more  a great  deal  of  preliminary  work  regarding  catering  etc.,  followed  by 
inspections  and  food  sampling  during  the  show  days,  and  I have  nothing 
further  to  add  to  the  comment  made  in  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 


GENERAL 

The  foregoing  report  provides  a general  picture  of  the  more 
important  duties  of  the  department  but  the  work  also  covers  many  other 
matters  including  Petroleum  Regulations,  Factories  Act,  Infectious  Disease, 
Cemeteries,  Food  Poisoning  Outbreaks,  Knacker's  Yard  and  the  maintenance 
of  public  service  vehicles.  Other  than  the  Important  items  in  relation 
to  the  Caravan  Sites  &>  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960  and  the  Slaughterhouse 
Reports  there  has  been  very  little  change  in  the  general  trend  during  the' 
year  and  I once  again  wish  to  emphasise  the  great  amount  of  time  spent 
on  meat  inspection  and  improvement  grants.  I have  no  hesitation  in  saying 
that  the  Council  should  be  congratulated  on  its  policy  in  relation  to  these 
two  matters. 


CONCLUSION 


In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council,  and  particularly  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  for  their  interest  and  support  in 
the  work  of  the  public  health  department,  and  I also  wish  to  express 
appreciation  to  my  staff  for  the  conscientious  and  enthusiastic  manner  in 
which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties  during  the  year.

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WATER SUPPLY 


NORWICH  CORPORATION  SUPPLY  AREA 

Mains  water  supplies  are  available  in  all  the  26  parishes  in 
the  district  which  are  within  the  Statutory  Supply  Area  of  the  Norwich 
Corporation. 

In  the  hamlet  of  Dunston  (part  of  the  parish  of  Stoke  Holy 
Cross)  a number  of  shallow  wells  upon  which  the  inhabitants  relied  for 
water  were  found  to  be  polluted.  Under  a revenue  guarantee  agreement 
between  the  Council  and  the  Corporation,  a water  main  was  laid  from 
Stoke  Mill  to  serve  Dunston  Common  area  where  there  are  19  dwellings. 

DISTRICT  COUNCIL  SUPPLY  AREA 

Further  progress  has  been  made  this  year  on  implementing  the 
comprehensive  District  Water  Supply  Scheme  formulated  by  the  Council  in 
1949. 

Morley  St.  Peter.  A short  water  main  extension  has  been  completed 
to  bring  the  supply  to  a group  of  properties  at  the  southern  end  of  the 
parish  comprising  7 dwellings  and  2 farms. 

Flordon.  4”  and  3”  water  mains  were  extended  from  Newton  Flotman  to 
supply  almost  the  whole  of  the  village  of  Flordon,  where  there  are 
55  dwellings. 

Braconash.  Work  commenced  in  June  on  the  supply  mains  for  Braconash 
and  Bethel.  By  the  end  of  the  year  approximately  50%  of  the  mains  have 
been  laid. 
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W<lborn««  In  November  mainlaying  started  for  the  Welborne  water  scheme, 
which  will  bring  a supply  to  this  village  from  the  water  source  at  Mattlshall, 
in  the  Mltfbrd  and  Launditch  Rural  District,  and  most  of  the  pipes  have  now 
been  laid o 

Hingham.  Deopham  and  Morley.  Work  started  in  December  on  this  water  scheme 
which  will  serve  the  greater  part  of  Deopham  and  Morley,  and  will  augment  the 
supply  to  Hingham. 

General.  The  Council® s Statutory  Water  Supply  Area  comprises  16  parishes 
with  an  estimated  population  of  7500  and  mains  water  is  now  available. In  12 
of  these  where  it  is  estimated  that  a population  of  4200  have  piped  mains 
water. 


The  Council  has  post  war  housing  sites  at  Runhall,  Braconash,  Barnham 
Broom  and  Deopham,  where  at  present  there  are  no  water  mains.  There  are  40 
houses  on  these  sites  which  are  supplied  with  piped  water  from  wells  or  bore- 
holes with  pressure  pumping  sets. 


SEWERAGE 


COSTESSEY 

Work  continued  throughout  the  year  on  Phase  2 of  Section  3 of  the 
Costessey  Sewerage  Scheme,  which  provided  for  the  sewerage  of  Old  Costessey, 
and  the  contract  is  now  70%  complete. 

At  present  drainage  from  675  dwellings,  3 schools  and  a slaughterhouse 
discharges  into  the  Costessey  sewers. 


POR INGLAND 


Section  2 of  the  Poringland  Sewerage  Scheme  was  completed  early  in 
the  year,  and  many  connections  to  the  new  sewers  have  been  made  by  house 
owners. 


Approximately  320  houses  and  2 schools  are  connected  to  the 
Poringland  sewers. 

Closet  Conversions.  As  soon  as  the  sewerage  scheme  finished,  the  Council 
embarked  upon  the  conversion  of  earth  closets  to  water  closets  at  the  Joint 
expense  of  the  owners  and  the  Council  under  the  provisions  of  Section  47  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  The  work  was  let  in  two  contracts,  i.e.,  one 
for  private  dwellings  and  one  for  Council  houses.  A total  of  98  earth 
closets  were  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system. 
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HETHERSETT  AND  CRINGLEFORD  SEWERAGE 


This  year  an  agreement  was  made  with  the  Norwich  Corporation  which 
provides  for  the  reception  of  sewage  from  Cringleford  and  Hethersett  into 
the  Yare  Valley  sewer  at  Eaton*  Work  on  the  sewer  laying  contract 
which  includes  both  parishes  was  started  in  December. 


HINGHAM 

Closet  Conversionso  All  the  remaining  earth  closets  in  the 
Hall  Moor  area,  a total  of  16,  were  converted  to  water  closets  by  the 
Council  under  the  provisions  of  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 


TROWSE  NEWTON 

Three  new  council  houses  were  connected  to  the  Trowse  sewers, 

153  houses  and  one  school  are  now  connected  to  the  sewer  which  gravitates 
to  a pumping  station  whence  the  sewage  is  raised  to  discharge  into  the 
sewers  of  the  Norwich  Corporation. 


HOUSING  SITES 

A sewage  disposal  works  was  constructed  at  the  Council’s  new 
housing  site  at  Rockland  St.  Mary  to  serve  the  6 dwellings  built  In  1960 
and  to  provide  for  3 dwellings  to  be  built  on  the  site  in  the  future. 

At  River  View,  Wreningham,  where  there  are  12  dwellings,  the 
nature  of  the  subsoil  was  such  that  the  cesspools  required  frequent 
emptying  and  they  caused  considerable  nuisance.  This  year  the  site 
was  sewered  and  a small  sewage  disposal  works  was  constructed  there. 

In  the  1960  housing  programme,  the  Council  built  a further  8 
dwellings  adjacent  to  the  existing  housing  site  at  Mill  Road,  Little 
Melton.  The  sewage  disposal  plant  was  extended  to  accommodate  the  in- 
creased flow. 


CENTRAI.  DEPOT 

The  Council  acquired  approximately  2^  acres  of  land  at  Ketteringham 
near  Hethersett  Station  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a central  works 
and  stores  depot  in  place  of  the  existing  depot  unsatisfactorily  housed 
in  disused  war-time  buildings  at  Bethel  Airfield. 

The  new  site  will  accommodate  stores  and  workshops  and  provide 
land  for  the  erection  of  3 dwellings  for  key  workmen. 

The  depot  buildings  were  designed  this  year  and  in  December  the 
Council  accepted  a tender  for  their  construction. 
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BUILDING 


The  pace  of  new  building  in  the  district  continues  to  increase, 
and  during  the  year  853  new  plans  were  deposited  for  Town  Planning  permission 
or  Building  Bye-law  approval^  compared  with  745  such  applications  in  1959, 
and  590  in  1958. 

In  1960,  175  private  houses  and  83  council  houses  were  completed, 
compared  with  120  private  and  20  council  houses  in  the  previous  year. 

117  private  dwellings  were  under  construction  in  the  district  at  the  end 
of  Decenber. 

The  Increase  of  development  in  the  district  has  meant  that  the 
officers  of  the  Surveyor’s  department  have  been  at  full  stretch  to  cope 
with  the  extra  work,  nevertheless,  supervision  of  building  work,  including 
supervision  of  private  connections  to  new  sewers  and  administration  of 
the  Buiirding  Bye-laws  has  proceeded  smoothly.  No  bye-law  transgressions 
have  occurrisd  which  necessitated  formal  action,  all  infringements  which 
have  been  dis'ooverec^  were  of  a minor  nature  and  have  been  remedied  after 
informal  approach. 

I have  pleasure  in  again  recording  that  I and  my  staff  continue 
to  receive  excellent  co-operation  from  the  builders  operating  in  the 
district  in  the  matter  of  bye-law  administration.
